Although the reduction in the num ­ 
ber of saloons in Marion county is 
eighty, the decrease in retail saloons 
is slightly more than that, as some of 
the 696 licenses issued are for whole 
sale houses. 
At the ra te of reduction 
the first year, it will be four and one 
half years from the tim e the act took 
effect until the n um be r of saloons in 
the county is dow n to that fixed under 
the ratio made by the com m issioners 
April :i, 1911, before a new license can 
be granted .

In no time of its life should a sugar 
beet be allowed to stop growing, for 
if it o nce becomes stunted it Is doubt­ 
ful whether it will ev er make as good 
a beet as it would hav e been under 
co nditio ns of continuous growth. 
Ano ther way the beet has been 
Im­ 
pro v ed is by increasing its sugar con­ 
tent. This has been done without in­ 
creasing the size of the beet. 
If a largely increased yield of beets 
Is combined with a much higher sugar 
co ntent it is entirely possible to ob-

Clay loams are v ery satisfactory for 
sugar-beet production, prov ided other
